Mine Workers tlie union shop agree- 
ment signed bf the commercial soft 
coal Industry. The mlnc-ownlnc 
steel mills said they were willing to 
BO along with other contract pro- 
vision*- a dollar a day pay Increase 
and doubling of the miners' 1M7 
10 -cents- a -ton welfare fund royalty. 
Government attorneys Indicated 
they win wait for o strike to develop 
before making any court more to 
stop It. 

A new agreement with hard coal 
operators employing 80.000 men was 
ratified by the union's scale com- 
mittee yesterday after It had been 
Initiated by imlon and employer 
ncRotlatora Saturday nlBht. 

It calLi for a dollar-a-day wage 
boost and doubling of the welfare 
fund royalty from 10 to 30 ccnU per 
ton of coal produced. Union Vice 
President Thomas Kennedy said ho 
considered tho contract "the bait 
nBreement negotiated In the United 
States this year." 

Tho agreement Is an extenilon of 
the current contract, which expires 
July 10, except for changes In minor 
clauses and tha wage and welfare 
fund provision.

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HOME BUILDING RECORD 

Somewhere In the United States the two 
millionth postwar home l.i being completed 
about now. Mclvln H. Baker, apokcnmrin for 
the construction industry, considers this "a 
truly remarkfible performance in view of the 
dialocntcd and shut-down condition of the 
Industry at the end of the war." 

In 1047, the construction industry com- 
mittee says. 810,000 homes were started and 
831.700 were completed. Completions were 
only 17,000 under the number for 1020. 

We share In- Mr. Baker's pride In that 
achievement. It Is distinctly to the credit of 
an Indu.'itry that has been harassed by many 
obstacles, So we are not casting asparagus or 
hurling Bcalllons when wo suggest that, big 
as it Is, the achievement still docs not meet 
the nation's pressing needs. 

Go right along building a million new 
homes every year, and It will bo fifteen or 
twenty years before we get one home lor 
each American family. 

The basic flgiies are Inadequate and to 
some extent argumentative. Ploughing down 
the middle it Is possible to make some lalrly 
sound estimates based on a blending of gov- 
smmental and industry figures. 

At the end of 1047 there probably were 
I around 4,000,000 families for which there 
waa no separate housing. American Builder, 
highly respected in the lndu.^try. estimated 
sometime ago that the number of non-farm 
families needing homes would grow by 
almost 4,700.000 from 1046 to 1055. ExperW 
say that between three and four hundred 
thousand housing units a year arc lost from 
fire, storm, flood and other cafiualty. Includ- 
ing those torn down to make way for busi- 
ness and Industrial construction. 

Add 470.000 and 300,000 and you get a 
minimum of 770,000 houses and apartments 
needed merely to care for growth and re- 
placement. That leaves- 230.000 — if we build 
only a million a year— toward housing the 4,- 
000,000 already without homes at the end of 
1947. 

Divide 230.000 Into 4,000,000, and It would 
take 17 years and almost five months to get 
enough homes. 

It should bo noted that these figures have 
to do only with providing each family with 
a separate roof. They take no account of 
whether that roof keeps out the rain — 
whether it covers minimum sanitation and 
other living requirements. In other words, 
they Ignore entirely the fact that millions 
are living In substandard quarters. 

Nobody knows how much more construction 
would be needed to provide every family with 
-a decent home, because there is no generally 
accepted definition of what goes to make a 
decent home. 

Today hundreds of thousands of families 
arc living In slum and semi-slum homes^ not 
because they can't pay for decent quarters, 
but because our great nation does not pos- 
sess enough passable housing for all who, 
some way, would manage to pay for it. 

By all means lot's take pride and give 
credit to builders for reaching tho million 
home a year pace. But let's remember that 
«ven that Isn't enough to give every family 
a home to which children not yet in school 
will be able to take their brides. 



POWER— FOR WHAT? 

We were Interested In the recent comment 
by Secretary of State J. D. (Cy) Price, in 
which he pointed out how Idaho's state gov- 
ernment has become irresponsible and un- 
wieldy. 

According to his way of thinking this has 
been brought about as a result of the state 
government growing from elective officials 
ond seven departments to a total of 1G7 
divisions and sub-dlvislons in the last 25 
years. 

"Some of these boards and bureaus have 
been created for political purposes," he said. 
"Some have been created to get away Irom 
politics, and still others have been created 
because they were absolutely necessary." 

The secretary of state apparently disap- 
proves of bi-partisan boards and bureau.-!, 
favoring instead administrative controls 
based on party responsibility. In that con- 
nection, ho says: 

"People like to believe they can got better 
government out of a bi-partisan body because 
It neutralizes politics. Tills Is an utter de- 
lusion and travesty devoid of responsibility 
and that responsibility should be fixed to tho 
party In power," 

Mr. Price's argument Is logical up to a 
certain point, but both political parties In 
Idaho have demonstrated In recent years 
that giving them full responsibility would bo 
no Assurance of good government. 

If two parties, at different times when they 
were In power, had given the people of Idaho 
anything approaching good government, 
there would be less need for all these bi- 
partisan Bub-dlvlslons which ho finds so ob- 
jectionable. 

Who took the power vxkj from them, Mr. 
Price? No one. They lost it themselves 
through their own political Irresponsibility 
and ahiftlessncsa. 

All of which emphaslzea the fact that 
there's a big opportunity In Idaho for either 
or both of the Republicans and Democrats. 
Some day they may actually dedicate them- 
BBlvea to glTlng Idaho good state government, 
Instead of playing puny politic* and making 
meaningless promises which ore forgotten 
evu. jelefiOfliv, I

A lot ot tliem became gigolos and 
picked up tho occupational diseases 
of the trade. For yearn they In- 
fested the RlU nnd Harry'a so-called 
New York bar In Pnrl.^— boozy 
tramps cadging drlniu, francs and 
old clothes from tourists. 

A few, ami Best among them, 
drifted oft to haunts unlikely for 
Americans nnd became hnrmlcsa 
harllles. 'coming faintly to life now 
nnd oKnln lo pester the corwuls with 
lllllo pcrsonol problems. 

Best holed up In Vienna ond for 
a time at least served aa a corres- 
pondent for tho United Press, cover- 
ing unimportant news. When any- 
thing wos doing thnt merited com- 
petent coverage, ho was relieved by 
D staff man. 

However, by virtue of his cre- 
dentlala and by years ot residence, 
ho developed tho acquaintance and, 
douhllesa the contempt of tho Aus- 
tiiarui, Including tho nozla. 

Best hated tho communists and 
he ahnred nnd argued HlUor's belief 
thnt Jewlshnesa ond communism 
were Indlsllngul.shablc. This made 
him unpopular with most Ameri- 
can Joumnllsla who happened that 
way ond, of course, gave him a bad 
reputation with the American lego- 
tlon. In Roosevelt's time there woa o 
distinct partiality to communism, aa 
olrong as tho olflclol American aver- 
sion to HlUer ond his nallonol so- 
cialism. 

Many ot tho American correspon- 
dents sUlloned in Europe, a preten- 
tious lot on Uie whole, atruttlng nnd 
posing as statesmen nnd Intimates 
of the presidential circle, were pro- 
communlsls l>ecnuse Hitler waa 
anU-communlst. Some actually be- 
lieved In communism. 

Lcnln nnd Stalin lind extermin- 
ated more human bclnRs thnn Hit- 
ler wns to slaughter In his lethal 
chambers in tho war nnd tlint was 
yet to come, but this colossal hor- 
ror wos condoned on tho erroneous 
ground that, however bad their 
manners In this, tJie Ru.v,lan mon- 
slera never killed n man for his re- 
ligious beliefs. Mosa murder for eth- 
er ren.ions was aomcthlng like third- 
degree marwlaughter by comparison. 

However (also and hateful Deal's 
belief In Hitler's suspicion ot. the 
Jew.-i. 11 WM not treason under 
American law nor even disorderly 
conduct. It was dangfrou.-;, however, 
as many Indlvldunls were lo Icnm 
In the notorious trca.von ca.ses In 
WaslUnston which ended when the 
untorlunato JudBO died ot fatigue. 

Tliey never were brought to court 
ngaln because the department ot Jus- 
tice knew thcto was no treason 
present, but. In time lo como the 
wnr administration will have lo nn- 
.■iwer for these pernecutlon.',.
